Tho traJo prospects of the province are 
good, and have' couBtantly brightened 
since tho opening of otorland railway 
comnuiiiiciition. Manufncturors and im- 
portorH report n healthy and increasing 
duMiand, and bankora .iru more tliaii satis- 
fied with thu roaulta cif tlie your's opera- 
tions. There has been but one insolvency 
of any magnitude during the year, and 
the condition of buaineaa may be Bummed 
up iu a single word as soand. In spito 
of . the lateness of tho season considerable 
buihlinr; ia in pr()fj;ress, and inoro is pro- 
jcctud for the cumiiii^' year. City real 
t!iit itt) ia holding ita own and reconl trans- 
fora liavo boon at .-in advance on previous 
transactions. The siihiiou pnck has near- 
ly aU passed out of tlio liniuls of tho pack- 

. era at prices that havo not been reached for 
many years. The supply has been far 
Hhurl of tho demand, and na tinaed salmon 
is yearly coming into more general tise it is 
beliovotl that a ready marlcot will not he 
foniul •wanting in fiitnro. The demand for 
Ininbor ia incronsinjr, and as the northwest 
and ^Fiuiilolia will horeafter dr.w heavily 
upon our forest wealth uull-own(jr.s may bo 
Kiiiil (o 1)0 nearirig a goUloii, era. Tbo in- 
jluKtry of gold auJ silver quartz luiuiug has 
.snddiiuly given hopeful sigu.s of 
now lite, Two large ledges are now 
in eonr.'Jo of ilovcloptneut. Machinery 
of tlie most approved pattern has been 
placed on tho ground and in the course 
of !t very few weeks the country will bo in 
a po.silioii to juilgo of the extent, value 
and inipoitiuioe of the quartz moaaures. 
Pending dcvolopmenta prospectors aroen- 
gagedin ransacking tho mountains for new 
ledgea and numerous locutions have been 
made. Stockraising and agricultural '.n- 
toroata generally aro in a forward condi- 
tion and hopo.i of largo and reasonable 
profits in 1887 are entertained. 
Coal, wiiich was quiet and languid 
for tlie first three-quarters of 188(i, 
has suddenly exhibited an unex- 
pected vitality, owing to the reduced sup- 
plies cji roitie to' San Francisco, our chief 
market, or loading at foreign ports, and 
this is apt to continue, as grain freight 
rates are so low that tiiero is nothing to 
tempt vessels to eume here unless a good 
freight to San Francisco can be secured, 
On this point a late authority aays: 
"There has been a further hacdantng. of., 
prices, with a very healthy oatlook for 
a continuance for a few months at least; 
in fact tho only factor to disturb quota- 
tions will be a aeaauuable rainfall, 
and its influences cannot be sen- 
sibly felt for some time as 
six montha.at least must elapse before our 
coming aeaaon'a crop may become assured, 
and before tonnage in any quantity may 
be induced to seek this port. Then again 

. the list of foreiguurs now cii mute with 
coal ia gradually thinning out ; at no time 
this year baa there been less tunaage 
en route from Australia, and last reports 
show tonnage scarce at new adraaced 
rates, thure being a lobal demand for 
transporting their own products. Oar 
coast colliery owiiera aro jubilant over the 
situation, as tliuro is a largely increased 
demand for their products, at materially 
improved figures; they thoroughly de- 
aerve it, as they certainly have earned 
nothing tor the first nine n.onths of the 
year." Tho prospect i of a largo innni- 
gration of small r^ipitalista and farmers 
with mean.'!, tempted by tlio mildness 
of climate and tho extent and rich- 
aeaa of our resources, are pronounced 
excellent. So, taken all in all, the indi- 
cations for the coming year are all of a 
favorable naluro and such aa to inspire 
Jiriti'ili (Joluinbians with ronowed hope 
and conlidenco in the prominence of 
their "glorious province." 



RELIEF FOR MOA'TIiEAL. 

An eflfort is to bo made to relieve Jlon- 
troal from the peril of nu annual Hood by 
sheathing tho bows of tlirco tugt; with atuel 
and sending them to patrol tbo ist. Lawr- 
ence river between Sorcl auti Three liivcrs 
during tho wintermontha. Shouldtheyprovo 
capable of maintaining n clear passago be- 
tween the points named, n distance of 
forty -five milos, an effort •will ho madouest 
•winter to keep the whole livec open from 
Montreal to tho OuU, ao that uavigntiou 
may last the whole year, It is very donbt- 
ful, howoTor, it this will suooeod, and 
should it fail, still another scheme will be 
broacjhod to iiroveut tho city from further 
Hoods. It ia propo.seil to cloar invay nil 
ptoporty along tho river from St. l':iul to 
Commisflionor's alrect, tilling the ground 
thus made vacant to tho level of St. I'uiil 
street, and form an esplanade along ths 
riror from tho elevated groiiiid on wbieU 
the Canadian ].'aeilic railway Htatioii.i Htauil 
to tho LachiuD canal. Two railraod trackH 
•will bo laid along this osplauadu conunel- 
ing the Grand Trunk and Cauiidian I'acilic 
systems, thus facilitating iutorchaugo of 
traffic. The Grand Trunk will then build 
n new track almost in a straight line from 
Victoria bridge to the esplanade, The only 
objection to this Bchomo is the enonuDUH 
expense it will involve, but it is bolioved 
that if it can be carried through, the gov- 
ernment and railway compiiuies will givo 
Bubtitantinl aid. It will involve fbt! clear- 
ing out of nearly one quarter of tho buKi- 
uoss portion of tho city.

How the ICoinans Did. 

To TaE Emrou: — Permit me to offer to 
your columns by way of varipty a sketch 
from the Roman historianii Tacitus, which 
maybe of interest to some of your roadoia 
at this time, as showing how the old 
Romnns dealt with troublesome nativoa 
who had troubloaotno notions about land. 
The example will bo deeniod all tho more 
worthy of imitation, I truot, in that the 
incidents referred to took place uador thu 
regime ot the liighly cultured and othor- 
wiso highly distinguishod emperor, Noro. 

It was at a time whon tho Roman 
gonorala, having nothin^^ particular in 
hand to employ their troops about, 
and being sonuiblo that inischisf is 
always ripe for idlo hands to do, 
sot them to dig a large canal, or Roman 
railroad, for the purpose of establishing 
navigable oonimunicatioiiB between the 
sea on tho south and tlie ocean on the 
west. Things wore fairly quiet in Ger- 
many at this time. It was a law of the 
Romans, and oiio which has boon gener- 
ally followed since their time by nations 
who aro powerful enough to carry it out, 
tiiat whon their troops occupied a fresh 
station, the whole geographical region 
round about was auppospd/.vi^ Jicte, to 
become tho property of the stale. Con- 
voniotit and proper as this legal fiction 
ovidoiitly wan, the natives did not eoem to 
see it; and finding a large tract of land 
without inhabitanta they moved on to it, 
and began to build and plant and live upon 
it. Tho Romans warned them off. 
The natives sent delegates to Homo, 
not doubting that tho great anil 
noblo emperor would grant thoni 
redros.i. Tho account of tfioir visit 
is rather intureMling. While wailing for 
his iniporial higlnie.sa' leisuro they wore 
lakoii aroniid the city to see the aiglitn. 
Among other places, they visited tho 
tboatro, and not being educated up to tho 
enjoyment of tho farce which was being 
IIumi performed, they employed them- 
iielves ill luokiiig around upon the aiidi- 
uriL'o, and a.iniiig tiuostions aa to tiio 
order iu whieli tlio various claaaea wore 
seaied, tho aenatura here, tho knijjhts 
tliere. Seoing among I hi: forinor budy 
some persons in foreign dress, and eii- 
(juiring who thoy wore, thoy wore told 
that tliat di.slinction was accorded 
to enviij-.i i.f iui'ion.-j dittinguished 
for tbeir valor and for their friandahip lo 
llio Roman pooplo. On thia, the dele- 
gates, oxolaimiiig that the Germans were 
behind none iu either of thoao ipjalitios, 
immediately movi'il down and look their 
seats in tho front rank anioiig tho siMiator.?. 
The t,)ijiritoH applauded. Nero graciously 
bestowed upon the delegates lliu freedom 
of tho city, but ordered tho Frienies — 
so we will call the tribe-:-pff trom the 
land; and whon they did iiot budge, he 
despatched a man-of war — I moan a body 
of horae-who, killing soma and tiki nu 
other.s prisoiior.H, soon aeltled thoir d(>ggoii 
minds . 

This s.itiataetory method of doalin[j 
with the aborigiiioa was backed up in the 
next oaae by arguments which, in tho 
mouths of conquerors generally prove 
irrosistiblo. Thiiro wore in tho same 
region a powerful tribe whom wo may 
call tho Imps, who, uiideralanding thu 
Congo receivod by the Friezlea to bu 
an etfoctivo notice to themselves also to 
quit, employed a man, whom wo will call 
Boss, 'of great influence among all the 
tribes, and of proved loyalty to tho 
liomana, to go and reason this matter out. 
with tho ;general. -'How mncli of this 
land in all conacionce," said lie, ''do you 
want for supplying your soldiers with 
buttgr and mutfcin and buuf/ Is it any 
pleasure to you to see all the rest a soli- 
tude and a. wilderneaa rather than tho 
abode of a friendly and industrious peoplel 
O ye Bt.irs and sun!" continued this un- 
mannerly delegate, "tell these Romans 
that ye do not want to be ever looking 
down on desolate n gicns, hut will rather 
bring up upon laud grabbern the waters of 
the ocean!" This mad appiial nmdo Iho 
Roman feel a liltlo uucoinfurtih!e at firnt, 
but he soon recovered himaelf by fullini; 
back upon first principles, "li.^aa" a.iid he, 
"You havo nu altortiativo but to submit 
to your bettors. Tho very gods whom 
you invoke have aettled this gui»tion by 
putting it in the discretion of the Komans 
what land.i b\ ijivo and what to lakR; and 
the fact \a" tajiiiiiig with his finger — 
tliiiii;;li Tacitus oiiiiU this — a little instru- 
iiieiit that iiung at his side, "we will not 
allow any .sort of dictition in this matter 
from gods or men." Upon this tho Bnsj, 
acornfully refasing .a reserve ptivately 
offered to himself as the reward of his 
loyalty — price of ti'eaehory he called it — 
ropiirii'il to lii-i friends, who forthwith 
Hununnnod the luMghhoring trilios to urias. 
But the Uooian inarch was too swift for 
Ihetn; and lliesy troublcsomo imps, being 
depri^.-ed nf ihcir allio.i by tlireals of ex- 
terni in atiini, wandered anil iiig di ITo runt poo- 
pies, now aa ;;uuals, now aa p.iu per.-i, now aa 
foi!H; iinlil at last, thoir young nieii 'oeing 
all iMiL oir. and llioir wiinien and chiklrou 
niado alavi'ii, they were never heard of 
more. Thua iliia land trouble was satis- 
fact iri'.y settled, and tho holy Roman 
law, M'lijhi h riyhf, (when on our sido) 
was established tur all ipou rat ioii.-i. 

Let us hopo .Sir, that iho autlioritie.-i 
hero will still folliiw tho linmaii iru'Lliml 

.1 iiietboil wliieli in lliiugii civil anil 
religious both 1 and my brothers, as pen- 
sioners un the fat of the land, without 
doing anything worth mentioning in re- 
turn, highly eatoom— until ottr trouble- 
some imps, too, either give in, or aro 
driven out of tho country.

The Supreme Court of Canada 
Decides IH Favorjor the 
Kail way. 

Drake, Jaokson;& Helmokea, Bolioltorst 
for the 0. P. R., yesterday received a 
telegram from Ottawa, annoHuoinR that 
the supreme court ef^Oanada in tho ap- 
peal of theO.P. R. Bgaiast; Mijor,,had 
allowed tho appeal, dissolved tbe injunc- 
tion, and dismissed the action, 'with coals. 

As this is a similar case to that of other 
lajunctions secured against tho railway 
line being constructed along tho shores of 
Burrord InUt, the dissolving of all other 
InjuaoHqnB.rWiU^nattlt^lly. follow, The 
declsioi^ dff inaiu^ court of Canada 
is exBOtly opposite to that given by Mr. 
Jastioe McOreightind a full banoh of tbe 
supreme oourt -of this^provinoe. Chief 
Jastioe Sir M. B; Bagbie held that tho 
0. P. R. had not thu power to oonatruot 
tho extonaiou to Vancouver, and in this 
opinion ho was suatnined by throo othor 
justices. Tha contention of Mr. Drake, 
Q. 0., was that tho couiiaol for tho rail- 
way hid the rlijht to build a branch to 
any point within the Doniiuion, and hence 
had tho power to extend the Una to Van- 
eon vcr, and to (expropriate iand^Yor that 
purpose.

AFTER MANF YEARS. 

Strangle Story of Reunion n<>- 
tween a Vouii^^ Laily 
and Ilcr Father. 

There are many pathetic incidents and 
romances in real life moro dramatic in ell'cet 
than tbe thrilling fancies of fiction and 
froqnoutly they are brought to light through 
trivial ciroumstancos. A case in point is 
tbo arrival of a young Intly iu this city by 
the Sound steamer yesterday. She was 
not moro than sixteen years of age, i>i(i'.'t' in 
form and possesseh a face of riiro attrac- 
tions, and the apparent loneliness ot her 
positiou won tho syuqiatby of those who 
ofl'ored her in-otoctiou upon her arrival iu 
this city. The young lady confidently ex- 
pected to nicel hor father in Victoria, 
though she admitted that she was not per- 
sonally acipiaiulod with him, and ho would 
not roeogmze her without first being in- 
formed of her identity. This strange 
declaration was received with surprise by 
tho oilicerH of the .stuanior, and tbo young 
lady was directed to the Windsor hotel, 
where - aha remained while enquiries were 
lu.ulo for the missing parent. Last night 
the father was found and tbe meeting of the 
two was very affecting. A Cc/on/.s-/ reporter, 
who was tracing up the alVnir, haiipeued lo 
boat the hotel when the lather arri-.-ed, aud 
by promising that no names would bo nicn- 
lioned he told the following story of the 
peculiar reunion: f camo to the Pacific 
coast in IHTJ, and have resided iu tho 
province ever since. Those who know mo 
say 1 have been favored with Quusnal suc- 
cess iu my business vonturefl, arid 1.. must 
ackuowlodge that I have no reason to' oom- 
plaiu. Despite' th6 compnrativ'ely happy 
life I have led hero, there was over a skole- 
lou in tho closet of the past, and I may 
Balely assoit that 1. was not alone in this 
predicament, for many of tho ineu who 
came to this coast in early days loft behind 
them sad remindeis of tbo old home. It 
must appear strange that I did not know 
niy own dauglitor, but it is nevertheless a 
/aid, and I will tell you how it all hap- 
pened. Sixteen years ago I was a prosper- 
ous merchant iu New York state, residing 
at Owego, a small town iu Tioga county, 
on tho bimks of the Susquehanna river. By 
ciirefnl mau^emeut I had saved over a 
thousand dollars aiid bolievodjmyself at 
that time a comparatively rich man. I bad 
been in business nearly a year when I was 
quietly married to a young lady with whom 
1 was acquainted only two weeks. Aa I 
look back 1 cannot hoc wherein her attrac- 
tions were, yet there was an indescribable 
charm about her that fascinated me. She 
was not bandHOiue, acconijilished or wiu- 
uiug, yet our short acipiaintanco resulted iu 
a marriage that might have proved ft con- 
genial one had we been left to oiirselves. 
Wo took up our rosidonoe with my wife's 
mother, who was a widow, "arid the old 
adage that mothera-iu-liiw are not agreeable 
ac(iuisitionH about tbe house I found 
to bo true, to my sorrow. Patient- 
ly I bore her iuterferonce for 
a year when our little girl was born. 
That I loved tho littlo one do 
votedly I am certain, though the events 
which followed are hardly consistent with 
that belief. Gradually matters grew 
worse aud tho taunts of my mother in-law 
became unbearable. To make matters 
nu)re disagreeable my wifo sided with her 
niiilher, aud 1 resolved to rid myself of 
this cloud of contention iu my house. 
With that ond in view I purchased a small 
cottage, and asked < my. ife to leave her 
mt.ther and come arid live with me alone. 
This slie refustni to do, and in an impulse 
of anger 1 tcdd her to take her choice be- 
tween her motliur and myself. She was 
deturmined to have tho old lady with hor, 
and the result was a general quarrel, after 
which I quietly left my house and joined 
the: great rush to California. Arriving 
on the Pacific coast I wrote back begging 
my wife to join me, bul no answer came, 
so aa tho mouths passed I gradually be- 
caujo lost to tho world and myself in tbe 
excitement of the gold diggings. The 
littlo gitl was not a year old when I left 
her sleeping contentedly in her mother's 
arms, ^d my attachment for her was not 
so strong at this period aa to sway luo 
from my purpose, though I ofton longed 
for tho little ono, when away from tbe 
busy hum of the camp. Fivo years passed 
and I found myself in British Columbia, 
where I ono day met an acquaintande 
from my native town wIkj informed me 
that my mothor-iii-law was dead and my 
former wife had procured a divorce, and 
was again married to a man who had 
taken her and my child aivay to the 
Southern states. The child was reared to 
look upon that man as her true/father, 
and she was ignorant of my existence. 

Aa tho years passed no trace of my former 
family camo to nie, and save an occasiiuial 
thought, when reviewing inciileuts of tho 
past, they wore forgnllmi. About two 
years ag(j I accidentally heard that but li 
my former wifo and her mother were do.id, 
and my mind naturally reyerted- to my 
littlo girl. Although I was no moro to 
her than any stranger I beliovod it my 
duty to discover lier whereabouts and 
notify her that her father was alivo. So 
I engaged tliu aervioos of a competent 
attorney iu tho east who succeeded, after 
weeks of patient enr|iiiry, in discovering 
niy dauglKor, with her .--top-fathor, a dis 
sipated, good-for-nothing fellow, who hiul 
nbn-iod the mother until she had diiul, 
and was now eiislaving the dauglitor, 
wh(Un hi) abused Bhainefnily in his 
drunken nuuuents. My agent, after 
much trouble, had a conversation with 
tho young girl, and told her the hist.)ry 
of her mother's early life, and that tho 
man she was toiling fur was not hor father. 
■At first alio could not believe thu rovida- 
ci'in, but on proofs being exhibited she 
was ovarjoyod and bogged the agent to 
send her immediately to her father. Con- 
siderable difllculty was oxparienced in 
otfecting hor uscapo from tho man sho had 
always known aa her father, thiuigh she 
finally succeeded anil started on tho long 
journey across the continent, arriving in 
Victoria nine days from tho time of leav- 
ing Bangor, Pennsylvania. Now you can 
understand why we were not aciiuainted, 
and had to introduce ourselves t^i each 
other. I am aino my daughter will love 
tbo Ixfautiful city of V^icloria, and 1 don't 
mind telling you that to-night life baa a 
moro inviting future for mo. Tho clouds 
havu rolled away, and with soinutbing to 
lovo as my own theru will not bo a hap- 
pier man in British Columbia than the 
one who, sixteen yours ago, loft 'his little 
child to have her restored to-night iu all 
thu grace and beauty uf young woman- 
hood.
